Could you give me a little space in 
your paper to answer the gentleman 
signing the name of Leon E. Lum ?

says in his statem ent that one reason 
for the shops in this city working short 
time is the interference of the union in 
the matter of apprentices and to en­ 
deavor to do as little work for a day's 
wages as possible, also keeping the mem­ 
bership dowm as low as possible. 
Will 
the informant give us his authority for 
this statem ent? 
In the first place the men are doing 
just as much work (if not more) hour 
for hour today as they ever have, the 
unions are not antagonistic to the com­ 
pany and the men are willing to do a 
fair day’s work for a fair day's pay. 
Secondly, the unions are trying to ob­ 
tain new members all the time th a t are 
competent to perform the work in the 
several trades and therefore earn the 
money that they are entitled to. 
Thirdly, the limiting of apprentices is 
for the protection of the apprentices 
themselves as well as the mechanics, for 
if a large num ber of apprentices were 
put into a shop there would not be 
chance for all of them to learn the trade 
thoroughly in the prescribed length of 
time. For the men to make a request 
for more work would be an insult to the 
management of the company and no 
doubt be regarded as such and uncere 
moniously chucked into the waste bas­ 
ket. 
It is to be hoped that in the future 
the aforesaid informant will investigate 
matters on which he expresses an opin­ 
ion and not go entirely by heresay.

The internal condition of Husain, ns 
produ«’«»d or exasperated by the war, is 
by far the most interesting question 
now discussed in Europe and the one 
which presses m*»st closely on all «iiplo- 
matisfs, says tlie London Spectator. 
It Is clear that the struggle in the far 
east, though it is not yet ov«»r, has de- 
veioped unrest in Ilussia of a danger­ 
ous ktnd, and all instructed western 
men are watching the direction which 
the danger may take with anticipa­ 
tions at once eager and perplexed. 
There are so many conditions to the 
problem that It 8<*ems almost insoluble 
by human intelligence, and yet on its 
solution the immediate future will al­ 
most «ertalnly depend. 
It is not only 
the future of Asia which is at stake, 
but much of the future of Europe. We 
are not talking of the “yellow peril,“ 
which may be real or imaginary, but 
of th*» changes within Europe itself 
which any radical change in Russia 
would involve. 
A paralysis of that 
gr*» it empire which f«*r more than a 
century hits bung Ilk«» a heavy cloud 
on the «»astern frontiers of the really 
civilize«! stations of th«» world would, 
for example, leave Germany mistress 
of th«» continent. 
It might shntt«»r the 
Austrian empire to pl«v»*s, for her 
Slav majority would no longer have t*> 
fear lading “ buried in the Russian mo­ 
rass.” 
It would Intensify in a high de­ 
gree the cjuarrel always smoldering be­ 
tween the Ottomans and the remnant 
of their Christian subjec ts, a result of 
which Europe already perceives signs 
In the new arrogance which the divan 
Is displaying in the Balkans. 
The 
Turkish ministers have already up- 
pointed to high commands in Macedo­ 
nia otficyers whose one idea of order is 
to keep down recalcitrant subjects by 
massacres so wide as to suggest an in- 
teution of extirpation. 
French society 
would be shaken to its heart by a new 
liability to invasion and with it a 
fresh proclivity to panic. 
Even Great 
Britain, though still “encompassed by 
her inviolate sea,” would feel the in­ 
fluence of the great change, for India 
would l>e as safe from invasion as her­ 
self and, being safe, would be apt to 
indulge in dreams of large ambition. 
It is not only natural, therefore, but 
inevitable, that the world, though it Is 
getting weary of the war considered as 
a drama, should watch the course of 
events iqmu the Shaho with fascinated 
eagerness. 
While, however, we perceive this 
clearly, we do not understand so well 
why so many thoughtful men believe 
that the progress of the unrest will be 
fatal to the autocracy or why they are 
««> possessed with the notion that if 
that great cataclysm occurs Russia will j 
be weaker for its occurrence. 
.Ys yet | 
nil the symptoms point rather to a vast j 
jacquerie (a revolt of peasants) than to ( 
what is commonly known as a revolu- j 
lion. 
From province after province of 
Russia come up stories which show 
that the suspicion of the proprietary 
class so long smoldering among tho 
peasantry is breaking into flame; that 
chateau after chateau is menaced; that 
in district after district the landlords 
are ««»nding their families or flying 
themselves for protection to the great 
cities. 
The plunder to which the re­ 
servists so often betake themselves Is 
as much an expression of hatred to 
the rich as of desire for a final revel 
and Is accompanied in many Instances 
by a deatruction of property which can 
in no way benefit the mutineers. 
The peasantry, it must be remember­ 
ed, are suffering severe economic dis­ 
tress, partly caus«»*l by Increased tax a­ 
tion. They cherish at heart the Asiatic 
idea that “ whose is the sweat, his is 
the soil.” 
They thought themselves 
cheated in the ultimate result of the 
emancipation decree, and they have 
some ground for believing that if they 
rise the central 
government would 
show itself on their side. 
It is admit­ 
ted by the great landlords themselves, 
who are promoting the movement of 
the zemstvos toward greater liberty, 
that one at least of their motives is 
dread of an agrarian revolution as 
sanguinary as that of 17RD-03 in France. 
We d«> not imagine that the govern­ 
ment would actively nid that revolu­ 
tion, though it 
that whole classes of the smaller pro­ 
prietors were ruin«»«! at a stroke by the 
decree of emancipation. 
But it is not 
impossible they would remember that 
their soldiers are peasants and would 
passively watch a revolt that would 
then end In a Russia composed of on 
nbsolut«» czar and millions of small 
freeholders. 
The middle class*»« in 
Russia have no physical force with 
which to resist either the army or 
the peasants. 
There is no proof of 
their control over the opinion of the 
masses, and a terrible and successful 
Jacquerie is at least a conceivable al­ 
ternative to a political revolution. 
If 
Louis XVI. had been n man with the 
great qualities «>f the cnrli«*r Bourbons 
the French revolution also might have 
ended in that way. 
The army hnt<»d 
the aristocratic caste much more than 
it bated the throne, and the emancipat­ 
ed peasantry would soon have furnish* 
e«l the monarch, as it has repeatedly 
done since that time, with th«» force to 
hold down Furls. 
Besides, there is no 
Paris in Russia, no city which by it­ 
self is capable of overturning a dynasty 
that has ruled and has expanded Rus­ 


sia almost without a pans*» for nearly 
j 800 years. 
But supposing that a real revolution 
J breaks 
out — which 
1« 
possible, 
of 
• course, as a result of weaktu»«.« an«l In* 
! decision at the center and of the shock 
of angry surprise with which Russians 
recognize tin* fa«’t that tln'ir govern­ 
ment can be beaten in war by a foe 
they bad despised— where is the ground 
for thinking, as a number of grave per­ 
sons without doubt secretly think, that 
an emancipated Russia Would be cither 
weak or unambitious? 
81k* might, on 
the contrary, 
prove terribly strong. 
Russian Liberals obviously believe that 
the newly enfranchised people would 
be jealous of their prestige even in the 
far east, and many of them suggest 
that the war with Japan would t»e 
carried on with a new energy if the 
people were but enfranchised. 
Even if 
that were not the case, owing to a cer­ 
tain 
horror of the “yellow 
devils” 
which has sprung up among the Rus­ 
sian masses, Russia, boiling with ex­ 
citement, with all ambitions set free 
and her men of genius, of whom she 
has many, nt last relieved from the 
heavy weight above them—nt present 
they are like frogs under a flagstone— 
might find in conquest the readiest out­ 
let for her energies and by a grand war, 
say for < Constantinople, might rouse to 
crusading height the enthusiasm of her 
masses. 
Unless Russia actually broke 
up into some form of federal state, 
which is hardly wltliln the range of po­ 
litical possibilities, any government of 
Russia, whatever the name of the dy­ 
nasty or whatever the form of its 
constitution, must desire to reorganize 
the army and to obtain something of 
that military prestige without which 
armies nr** only collections of m«»n in 
uniform. 
Men talk glibly enough of the grand 
financial crash which might follow any 
revolution in Russia, but how many 
millions were there in the treasury of 
the terrorists or of the directory whicli 
followed them when they commenced 
the conquest of 
Die states 
around 
France, and when Napoleon, oppressed 
by the national poverty as well as by 
his own ambition, declared bis Inten­ 
tion to “ make war support war” and to 
relieve rather than exhaust the national 
exchequer by his campaigns? 
Even 
anarchy in Russia might not destroy 
her strength ex«*opt for a short period. 
There is much in the Slav of the French 
nervous excitability; much also of that 
craving for external reputo which used 
to be the French motive power. 
Noth­ 
ing Is certain yet, and political prophecy 
is often political folly, hut the able 
persons who fancy that the disorder in 
Russia tends toward a millennium of 
peace and prosperity In Europe may be, 
as they often have b«»en before, bemus­ 
ing themselves with dreams.

A WHOLE HEMISPHERE AFFECTED 
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H e v o l u t I o n , 


'Til® internal condition of Russia, as 
produced or exasperated by the war, is 
by far the most interesting question 
now discussed iii Europe and the one 
which presses most closely on all diplo­ 
matists, says the London Spectator. 
It is clear th a t the struggle In the far 
east, though it is not yet over, has de­ 
velope! unrest in ltussia of a danger­ 
ous kind, and all instructed western 
men are watching the direction which 
the danger may take with anticipa­ 
tions at once eager and perplexed. 
There are so many conditions to the 
problem that it seems almost Insoluble 
by human intelligence, and yet on its 
solution the Immediate future will al­ 
most certainly depend. 
It is not only 
the future of Asia which is at stake, 
but much of the future of Europe. We 
are not talking of tile “yellow peril,” 
which may be real or Imaginary, but 
of tin* changes within Europe itself 
which any radical change in Russia 
would involve. 
A paralysis of that 
great empire which for more than a 
century bas hung like a heavy cloud 
on tile eastern frontiers of the really 
civilized sections of tile world would, 
for example, leave Germany mistress 
of the continent. 
It might shatter the 
Austrian empire to pieces, 
for lier 
Slav majority would no longer have to 
fear being “buried in the Russian mo­ 
rass.” 
It would Intensify in a high de­ 
gree the (piarrel always smoldering be­ 
tween the Ottomans and the remnant 
of their Christian subjects, a result of 
which Europe already perceives signs 
in the new arrogance which the divan 
Is displaying in the Balkans. 
The 
Turkish ministers have already ap­ 
pointed to high commands in Macedo­ 
nia officers whose one idea of order is 
to keep down recalcitrant subjects by 
massacres so wide as to suggest an in­ 
tention of extirpation. 
French society 
would be shaken to its heart by a new 
liability to Invasion and w ith it a 
fresh proclivity to panic. 
Even Great 
Britain, though still “encompassed by 
her inviolate sea,” would feel the In­ 
fluence of the great change, for India 
would he as safe from invasion as her­ 
self and, tieing safe, would be apt to 
indulge In dreams of large ambition. 
It is not only natural, therefore, but 
inevitable, th at the world, though it is 
getting w ear J* of the w ar considered as 
a drama, should watch the course of 
events upon the Shaho with fascinated 
eagerness. 
While, however, we perceive this 
clearly, we do not understand so well 
why so many thoughtful men believe 
that the progress of the unrest will be 
fatal to the autocracy or w hy they are 
so possessed with the notion that if 
that great cataclysm occurs Russia will 
he weaker for its occurrence. 
As yet 
all the symptoms point rather to a vast 
jacquerie (a revolt of peasants) than to 
w hat is commonly known as a revolu­ 
tion. 
From province after province of 
Russia come up stories which show 
that the suspicion of the proprietary 
class so long smoldering among tho 
peasantry is breaking into flame; that 
chateau after chateau is menaced; that 
in district after district the landlords 
are sending their families or flying 
themselves for protection to the great 
cities. 
The plunder to which the re­ 
servists so often betake themselves is 
as much an expression of hatred to 
the rich as of desire for a final revel 
and is accompanied in m any instances 
by a destruction of property which can 
in no way benefit the mutineers. 
The peasantry, it must he remember­ 
ed, are suffering severe economic dis­ 
tress, partly caused by increased tax a­ 
tion. They cherish at heart the Asiatic 
idea th at “whose is the sweat, his is 
tho soil.” 
They thought themselves 
cheated In the ultimate result of the 
emancipation decree, and they have 
some ground for believing th a t if they 
rise the central government 
would 
show itself on their side. 
It is admit­ 
ted by the great landlords themselves, 
who are promoting the movement of 
the zemstvos toward greater liberty, 
that one at least of their motives is 
dread of an agrarian revolution as 
sanguinary as that of 1789-93 in France. 
We do not imagine th at the govern­ 
ment would actively aid th a t revolu­ 
tion, though it must he remembered 
that whole classes of the smaller pro­ 
prietors were ruined at a stroke by the 
decree of emancipation. 
But it is not 
impossible they would remember that 
their soldiers are peasants and would 
passively watch a revolt that would 
then end in a Russia composed of an 
absolute czar and millions of small 
freeholders. 
The middle classes in 
Russia have no physical force with 
which to resist cither the army or 
the peasants. 
There is no proof of 
their control over the opinion of the 
masses, and a terrible and successful 
Jacquerie is at least a conceivable al­ 
ternative to a political re volution, 
lf 
Louis XVI. had been a m an with the 
great qualities of the earlier Bourbons 
the French revolution also might have 
ended in th at way. 
Tile army hated 
the aristocratic caste much more than 
it hated the throne, and the emancipat­ 
ed peasantry would soon have furnish­ 
ed the monarch, as It has repeatedly 
done since th a t time, with the force to 
hold down Paris. 
Resides, there is no 
Paris iii Russia, no city which by it­ 
self is capable of overturning a dynasty 
that has ruled aud bus expanded Rus­ 


sia almost without a pause for nearly 
800 years. 
But supposing that a real revolution 
breaks 
out — which 
Is 
possible, 
of 
course, as a result of weakness and in­ 
decision at the center and of tile shock 
of angry surprise wit Ii which Russians 
recognize the fact that their govern­ 
ment can be beaten in w ar by a foe 
they had despisal—where is tile ground 
for thinking, as a number of grave per­ 
sons without doubt secretly think, that 
an emancipated Russia would be either 
weak or unambitious? 
She might, on 
the contrary, prove terribly strong. 
Russian Liberals obviously believe that 
tile newly enfranchised people would 
be jealous of their prestige even iii the 
far east, and many of them suggest 
that the w ar with Japan would be 
carried on with a new energy lf the 
people wore but enfranchised. 
Even if 
that were not the case, owing to a cer­ 
tain horror of the “yellow devils” 
which has sprung up among the Rus­ 
sian masses, Russia, boiling with ex­ 
citement, with all ambitions set free 
and lier men of genius, of whom she 
bas many, at last relieved from the 
heavy weight above them —at present 
they are like frogs under a flagstone— 
might And in conquest the readiest out­ 
let for lier energies and by a grand war, 
say for Constantinople, might rouse to 
crusading height the enthusiasm of her 
masses. 
Unless Russia actually broke 
tip Into some form of federal state, 
which is hardly within the range of po­ 
litical possibilities, any government of 
Russia, whatever the name of the dy­ 
nasty or whatever the form of its 
constitution, must desire to reorganize 
the army and to obtain something of 
that military prestige without which 
armies are only collections of men in 
uniform. 
Men talk gluily enough of tile grand 
financial crash which might follow any 
revolution in Russia, but how many 
millions were there in the treasury of 
the terrorists or of the directory which 
followtnl them when they commenced 
the conquest of the states around 
France, and when Napoleon, oppressed 
by the national poverty as well as by 
Ills own ambition, declared his Inten­ 
tion to “make w ar support war” and to 
relieve rather than exhaust the national 
exchequer by his campaigns? 
Even 
anarchy In Russia might not destroy 
her strength except for a short period. 
There is much In the Slav of the French 
nervous excitability; much also of th at 
craving for external repute which used 
to lie the French motive power. 
Noth­ 
ing is certain y e t and political prophecy 
is often political folly, but the able 
persons who fancy th a t the disorder In 
Russia tends tow ard a millennium of 
peace and prosperity in Europe may be, 
as they often have been before, bemus­ 
ing themselves with dreams.

An expedition provided by Indiana 
university will be sent to Spain this 
year to observe the total solar eclipse 
of the sun which occurs on Aug. 30, 
says the Indianapolis News. It will be 
in charge of John A. Miller, professor 
of mechanics and chemistry; W. A. 
Coggshall, assistant professor in the 
same lines, and A. F. Kuerstiner, an­ 
other member of the faculty. 
They will have a horizontal telescope 
seventy-five feet long, providing an 
aperture of eight inches. 
This, with 
one exception, will be the longest and 
most powerful photographic telescope 
ever used during a total eclipse. 
Professor Miller and his assistants 
hope to be able to get a good photo­ 
graph of the smaller planet which, It is 
believed by astronomers, exists and 
travels about the sun in a smaller orbit 
than any known planet.

The state assem b ly 
recently passed a resolution ex p r e ss­ 
ing the opinion that granting a draw ­ 
back on flour 
m anufactured in part 
from Canadian 
w heat and 
in part 
from homo-grown w heat 
would prac­ 
tically nullify th e 25 cents per bushel 
duty on w heat, ordered an en grossed 
copy of the resolution forwarded to the 
secretary of the treasury and the m em ­ 
bers of con gress from that state. S ec­ 
retary Shaw h as replied to th e reso­ 
lution with a letter, in part us follow s: 
•I am in receip t 
of a 
concurrent 
resolution introduced 
and p assed in 
the North Dakota legislature relative 
to the application of certain m illers 
for a draw back ou flour produced in 
part from Canadian and in part from 
Am erican w heat. 
"Section 15 of the Dingley tariff act 
relates to m anufactures In bond. 
Mu- 
terisl used in bonded factories pays 
no duty w hatever, and the question of 
drawback d oes not apply. 
S ection 30 
of the Dingley tariff act unequivocally 
permits a draw back on the exporta­ 
tion of articles produced wholly from 
imported 
m aterial. 
This, of 
course, 
applies to flours as well 
as to other 
m anufactures. 


No Conflict of Opinion. 


"Thus far there is no conflict of opin­ 
ion. 
The only ambiguity is in refer­ 
ence to a drawback ou the exportation 
of articles produced in part from im­ 
ported and in part from d om estic ma­ 
terial when the amount of imported 
material does not so appear to the eye 
in the com pleted article that the quali­ 
ty or m easure thereof 
can be ascer­ 
tained." 
Secretary Shaw says A ttorney Gen­ 
eral Olney held that the quantity of 
imported m aterial must appear to the 
ey e in the com p lete article to entitle 
it to a drawback, but this opinion was 
overruled by Attorney General Griggs, 
who held that if the 
am ount of im­ 
ported m aterial was ascertainable in 
any other than by the exercise of the 
sense >f sight, the drawback could be 
allowed. 
T his opinion nullified 
that 
of Olney. 
T h e q u estion sub m itted to t h e a t t o r ­ 
ney general is w h e t h e r t h e A m e r ic a n 
miller i ¡in im port two bushe ls of (’a n a ­ 
dian wheat, p a y i n g 50 c e n ts in duty, 
blend this with tw o bushels of A m e r i­ 
can wheat, e xport a barrel of flour, and 
reeovoi any portion of th e duty he has 
paid.

R e v o l u t i o n . 


The internal condition of R ussia, as 
produced or exasperated by the war, is 
by far the m o st interesting question 
now discussed in Europe and the one 
which presses m ost closely on all diplo­ 
matists, sa y s the London Spectator. 
It is clear thut the struggle in the far 
east, though it is not yet over, has de- 
velopod unrest in Russia of a danger­ 
ous kind, and all Instructed w estern 
men are w atch in g the direction w hich 
the danger m ay take w ith anticipa­ 
tions at once 
eager and 
perplexed. 
There are so m any conditions to the 
problem that it seem s alm ost Insoluble 
by human intelligence, and y e t on its 
solution the im m ediate future w ill al­ 
m ost certainly depend. 
It is not only 
the future o f Asia which is a t stake, 
but much of the future of Europe. W e 
are not talking of tlie "yellow peril,” 
which may be real or im aginary, but 
of the changes within Europe itself 
which any radical change in Russia 
would involve. 
A paralysis of that 
great empire» which for m ore than a 
century has hung like a h eavy cloud 
on the eastern frontiers of the really 
civilized sections of the world would, 
for exam ple, leave Germany7 m istress 
of the continent. 
It m ight sh atter the 
Austrian 
em pire to 
pieces, 
for 
her 
Slav m ajority would no longer h ave to 
fear being "buried in the R ussian mo­ 
rass.” 
It w ould intensify in a high de­ 
gree the quarrel alw ays sm oldering be­ 
tw een the O ttom ans and the rem nant 
of their Christian subjects, a result of 
which E urope already perceives signs 
In the new arrogance w hich the divan 
Is 
displaying in 
the 
B alkans. 
The 
Turkish 
m inisters have already 
ap­ 
pointed to high com m ands in Macedo­ 
nia officers w h o se one idea of order is 
to keep d ow n recalcitrant su bjects by 
m assacres so w id e as to su g g est an in­ 
tention of extirpation. 
French society 
w ould be shaken to its heart by a new 
liability 
to 
invasion 
and w ith 
it a 
fresh proclivity to panic. 
E ven Great 
Britain, though still "encom passed by 
her inviolate sea,” w ould feel the in­ 
fluence of the great change, for India 
would be as sa fe from invasion as her­ 
self and, being safe, w ould be apt to 
indulge in dream s of large ambition. 
It is not only natural, therefore, but 
inevitable, that the world, though it is 
getting w ea ry o f the w ar considered as 
a drama, should w atch th e course of 
events upon the Shalio w ith fascinated 
eagerness. 
While, 
how ever, 
w e 
perceive this 
clearly, w e do not understand so well 
w h y so m a n y thoughtful m en believe 
that the progress of the unrest will be 
fatal to th e autocracy’ or w h y they are 
so possessed w ith the notion that if 
that great cataclysm occurs R u ssia w ill 
be w eaker for Its occurrence. 
A s yet 
all the sy m p to m s point rather to a vast 
Jacquerie (a revolt of p easan ts) than to 
w h a t is com m only know n as a revolu­ 
tion. 
From province after province of 
Russia com e up stories w h ich sh ow 
that the suspicion of the proprietary 
class so long sm oldering am o n g tho 
peasantry is breaking into flame; that 
chateau after chateau is m enaced; that 
in district after district th e landlords 
are sending their fam ilies or flying 
them selves for protection to th e great 
cities. 
T h e plunder to w h ich th e re­ 
servists so often betake th em selv es is 
as m uch an expression of hatred to 
the rich as of desire for a final revel 
and is accom panied in m a n y instances 
by a destruction of property w hich can 
in no w ay benefit the m utineers. 
T h e peasantry, it m ust be rem em ber­ 
ed, are suffering severe econom ic dis­ 
tress, partly cau sed by increased ta x a ­ 
tion. 
T hey cherish at heart th e Asiatic 
idea that "w hose is the sw ea t, his is 
the soil.” 
T hey thought th em selves 
cheated in th e ultim ate result of the 
em ancipation decree, and they have 
som e ground for b elieving th a t if they 
rise 
th e 
central 
governm ent 
would 
show itself on their side. 
It is adm it­ 
ted by the great landlords them selves, 
w h o are prom oting the m ovem en t of 
the zem stvos tow ard greater liberty, 
that one at least of their m otives is 
dread of an agrarian 
revolution 
as 
sanguinary as that of 1789-1)3 in France. 
W e do not im agine th a t the govern­ 
m ent w ould actively aid th a t revolu­ 
tion, though it m ust be remem bered 
that w hole classes of th e sm aller pro­ 
prietors w ere ruined at a stroke by the 
decree of em ancipation. 
B ut it is not 
im possible they would rem em ber that 
their soldiers are p easants and w ould 
passively w atch a revolt that would 
then end in a Russia com posed of an 
absolute czar and m illions of small 
freeholders. 
The m iddle classes 
in 
Russia h a v e no physical force with 
w hich to resist either th e arm y or 
the peasants. 
There is no proof of 
their control over the opinion of the 
m asses, and a terrible and successful 
Jacquerie is at least a conceivab le al­ 
ternative to a political revolution. 
If 
l.ouis X V I. had been a m an w ith the 
great qualities of the earlier Bourbons 
the French revolution also m ight have 
ended in that w ay. 
T he arm y hated 
the aristocratic ca ste m uch more than 
it hated the throne, and the em ancipat­ 
ed peasantry would soon h a v e furnish­ 
ed the monarch, as it has repeatedly 
done sin ce that time, w ith the force to 
hold dow n Paris. 
Besides, there is no 
Paris in R ussia, no city w hich by it­ 
self is cap ab le o f overturning a dynasty 
that has ruled and has exp an d ed Rus­ 


sia alm ost w ithout n pause for nearly 
800 years. 
B ut supposing that a real revolution 
breaks 
out — which 
is 
possible, 
of 
course, as a result of w eak n ess and in­ 
decision at the center and of tho shock 
of angry surprise w ith w hich Russians 
recognize the fact that their govern­ 
m ent can be beaten in w ar by a foe 
they had despised—w here is the ground 
for thinking, as a num ber of grave per­ 
sons w ithout doubt secretly think, that 
an em ancipated R ussia w ould be either 
w eak or unam bitious? 
She might, on 
the 
contrary, 
prove 
terribly 
strong. 
R ussian Liberals obviously believe that 
the new ly enfranchised people w ould 
be jealou s of their prestige even in the 
far east, and m any of them suggest 
that the w ar with Japan would be 
carried on with a n ew energy if the 
people w er e but enfranchised. 
E ven if 
th a t w er e not the ease», ow in g to a cer­ 
tain 
horror 
of 
the 
"yellow 
d evils” 
which has sprung up am ong the R u s­ 
sian m asses, Russia, boiling w ith e x ­ 
citem ent, w ith all am bitions set free 
and her men of genius, of w hom she 
has m any, at last relieved from the 
heavy w eig h t above them —at present 
they are like frogs under a flagstone— 
m ight find in conquest the readiest out­ 
let for her energies and by a grand war, 
say for Constantinople, m ight rouse to 
crusading height the enthusiasm of her 
masses. 
U nless R ussia actually broke 
up Into som e form of federal state, 
w hich is hardly w ithin the range of po­ 
litical possibilities, any governm ent of 
Russia, w h atever tiie nam e of the d y ­ 
nasty or w hatever th e form of its 
constitution, m ust d esire to reorganize 
the arm y and to obtain som ething of 
that m ilitary prestige w ithout w hich 
arm ies are only collections of m en in 
uniform . 
Men talk glibly enough of tho grand 
financial crash w hich m ight follow any 
revolution in Russia, but how m any 
millions w ere there in the treasury of 
the terrorists or of th e directory w hich 
follow ed them w h e n they com m enced 
the 
conquest 
of 
the 
states 
around 
France, and w hen Napoleon, oppressed 
by the national poverty as well as by 
his ow n ambition, declared his in ten ­ 
tion to "m ake w ar support w ar” and to 
relieve rather than ex h a u st the national 
exchequ er by his ca m p a ig n s / 
E ven 
anarch}’ in R ussia m ight not destroy 
her strength except for a short period. 
T here is much In the Slav of the French 
nervous excitability; m uch also of that 
cravin g for external repute w hich used 
to be the French m otive power. 
N oth­ 
ing is certain yeL and political prophecy 
Is often political folly, but the able 
persons w h o fancy that the disorder in 
R ussia tends tow ard a m illennium of 
peace and prosperity in Europe m ay be, 
as they often have been before, bem us­ 
ing them selves w ith dreams.

A n expedition provided by Indiana 
university w ill be sent to Spain this 
year to observe the total solar eclipse 
of th e sun which occurs on Aug. 30, 
sa y s th e Indianapolis N ew s. 
It w ill be 
in charge of John A. Miller, professor 
of m echanics and chem istry; W . A. 
Coggshnll, a ssista n t professor In the 
sa m e lines, and A. F. K uerstiner, an ­ 
other m em ber o f th e faculty. 
T h ey will have a horizontal telescope 
seventy-five 
feet 
long, 
providing 
an 
aperture of eight inches. 
This, w ith 
one exception, w ill be the longest and 
m ost powerful photographic telescope 
ever used during a total eclipse. 
P rofessor Miller and his a ssistan ts 
hope to be able to get a good photo­ 
graph of the sm aller planet w hich, it is 
believed by astronom ers, ex ists and 
travels about the sun in a sm aller orbit 
than any know n planet.
